Trouble Is 
Teachers 


CHICAGO (AP) - the tfbtt* 


ble with school science courses, 
a university science teacher 
says, is science teachers* 


"There has beert a long term 


view," Dr. John H. Shonle of the 
University of Colorado said 
Wednesday, "that science is 
something dreadful." 


And the reason, he said, is 


that science teachers concen- 
trate on abstract formulas and 
theories without showing how 
science relates to contemporary 
social problems. 


Dr. Shonle, a physicist, ex- 


pressed his views at a joint 
meeting of the American Asso- 
ciation of Physics Teachers and 
the American Physical Society, 


He was supported by another 


physicist, Dr. Seville Chapman, 
chief scientist at the Cornell 
Aeronautical Laboratory in Buf- 
falo, N.Y., who said: 


"Many physics 
texts and 


many physics courses, especial- 
ly introductory courses, do not 
Indicate much relevance." 


Shonle said that In an attempt 


to bring science down to earth 
he plans to offer at his school 
next year a course which will 
explore physics in relation to 
such things as pollution, weap- 
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ons and transportation. 


Chapman tilled tfrat "Wfore 


physicists matte wore efforts to 
Show how physics is relevant 
and not Just intellectually stimu* 
latlng of e*citing 16physicists." 


He said such phrases as "In* 


frared absorption spectra of 
carton dioxide" afe enough to 
frighten students off the subject 
of scienve even though this con- 
cept is of considerable impor- 
tance to life because it involves 
pollution of the earth's atmos- 
phere. 


Chapman said an increase of 


carbon dioxide in the earth's at- 
mosphere over the past 70years 
has caused a drop in the tem- 
perature of the world and might 
lead to another ice age. 


Chapman gave this as an ex- 


ample of how the theories of 
physics can be made real for 
students and the public.

involuntary servitule.

Cause of Mononucleosis 


Remains Unidentified 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q — My grandson, 14, has 


I n f e c t i o u s mononticleosis. 
What causes it? What is the 
best treatment? 


A— Although the cause of 


this disease has not been 
positively identified, a her- 
peslike virus is strongly sus- 
pected. There is no specific 
treatment but drugs of the 
cortisone group have bene- 
fited some victims whose at- 
tack was unusually severe. 
Although the disease usually 
clears up in seven to 10 days, 
in some cases the conva- 
lescence is slow. Helapses 
are common. 


Q — What are the symptoms 


of infectious mononucleosis? 
Could it cause brain damage 
if the temperature reached 
105? 


A — Like many other acute 


infections, 
this disease is 


characterized by fever, sore 
throat and tender
